A week ago 
there was some hope of getting a 
ten bushel per acre yield on some 
fields of wheat, but seven more days 
of dry and windy weather have 
taken a further heavy toll of the 
crop and.a downward revision of 
estimates is necessary. Today six 
or seven bushels per acre ig the 
best that can be expected, and many 
fields will no more than return the 
seed that was planted in th espring. 

Wheat is coming along fairly good 
in the irrigation block. Farmers are 
now giving the grain the second irri- 
gation. Without the assistance of 
any rainfall for a month, the crops 
require a lot of water.
